SIGNS AND SYMPTOMS 


First, let us consider what laziness 
ts. Im the past we have thought of 
it mostly. as a state due to lack of 
interest or lack of will power to do 
the duty required of us. Some lazi- 
ness ig undoubtedly the lack of will 
power variety, but thig is more likely 
to be. the adult variety than that 
found in children. At least, it is wis- 
est to investigate the other varieties 
before condemning the child under 
consideration to this category. 


Today we think of laziness, as well 
as a number of otHer child problems, 
not as the problem in itself go much 


* as a symptom that should be investi- 


gated before the real cause is arrived 
at. This is the reason why I should 
say without hesitation, “Do not pun- 
ish for laziness alone. After alll, it is 
only a symptom.” You would not 
punish a child who came home with 
a rash, a cold in the head, or so-called 
“running eyes,” would you?” I hard- 
ly think so. Instead you would set 
about at once to investigate the real 
problem. 


You might call in your physician 
if you judged that the child was se- 
riously it, or you might feel justified 
in deciding for yourself that the child 
had a head cold and giving home 
treatment to clear up the condition. 
Your guccess in ‘the treatment would 
depend on the discovery of the proper 
ailment; for if the child with the 
above symptoms were treated for 
head cold when the real trouble was 
a case of measles, the outcome would 
not be happy.

PARLIAMENTARY PROCEDURE 

The president of the club should 
call all meetings to order promptly 
at the tithe appointed. He may rap 
for order and say, ‘The meeting will 
please come to order.” If the response 
is not prompt,-he stands waiting a 
moment and then gives a sharp tap 
on his desk and repeats his call to 
order. When order has been attained 
the president says, “We will now hear 
the minutes from the previous meet- 
ing,” after which the secretary arises 
and reads the report. 

When. the secretary has finished, 
the president says, “You have ail 
heard the report of the secretary. 
Are there any additions or correc- 
tions?” If corrections or additions 
aré offered, the president allows dis- 
cussions; when the changes to be 
made, if any, have been determined, 
he says, “If there are no further cor- 
rections” (pausing to alow ‘the mem- 
bers to speak) “the minutes will stand 
approved as read.” If no corrections 
are offered, he asks, “‘Are there no 
additiong or corrections?” and adds, 
“If not, the minutes stand approved 
as read,” 

When a member makes a correction 
or other comment, he must rise and 
be recognized by the chairman (the 
president) before he speaks. The pre- 
siding officer miust be careful to look 
about the room to see whether any 
memper is trying to attract his atten- 
tion before he allows a report to be 
accepted, The reportg of other officers 
and committees may be accepted in 
the same fashion, or, if there has been 
considerable discussion and question, 
the various matters are put in the 
form of oral motions, seconded by an- 
other member, and formal vote is 


. taken, with the president calling for 


ayes and nos. zi 
OTHER METHODS 

Some clubs prefer to have the presi- 
dent say, “You heve heard the report 
of the secretary, What:is your plea- 
sure?” Then a member, without ris- 
ing, says, “I move the report be ac- 
cepted.” Another member says; “I 
second the motion.” The president 
then announces, “It has been moved 
and. seconded that the report of the 
secretary be accepted. AH in favor 
say aye; contrary, no.” Then, after 
a pause, it is generally, “The ayes 
have it and the report stands accept- 
ed.” 

The business of the meeting contin- 
ues in this fashion. If the president 
arises to make a statement, the per- 
son who has the floor at the time 
Should be seated until the presiding 
officer has finished. When a motion 
te adjourn has been made, seconded, 
and voted upon, it is courteous for the 
members to remain geated until the 
presiding officer announces that, ‘“The 
meeting stands adjourned,” and rises.
